RENE of Anjou, brother and heir to Louis the 
Third, King of Naples, inftituted this order in the 
year 1464, at the city of Angiers in France. The 
Sovereignty of the Order he fettled upon hitnfelf and 
his heirs or fucceflbrs to the kingdoms of Naples and 
Sicily. The en6gn of the Order was a golden crefcent, 
on which the letters L, Z. were enamelled in red, 
by which was meant to be implied L, Oz en creijfantf 
that is, " Praife by increafing." To this crefcent were 
joined as many tags of gold, enamelled with red, as 
the Knight that wore it had been prefent ae battles, 
fiegCs <tf towns, joufls, tournaments, and fnch like

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feats of gallantry or valour. The collar of the Order 
was compofed of three gold chains, as isr^refented on 
the annexed plate. The. number of Knights of it 
was limited to thirty-fix, including the Sovere^. 
This, like many other Orders Inftituted in the fame 
age with it, furvived the founder but a few yean ; for 
the houfe of Anjou, having nerer .had quiet pofleffion 
of the Kingdoms of Naples and Sicily, from which they 
were expelled as faft as they came va, the Order which 
they founded and patronized could not receive from 
. them fuch fupport ^s would render it refpe&able, or 
an qhje6t worthy of the acceptance of men of confe- 
quencc or merit.

CHARLES the Third, King of Naples, in the )'car

fons invefted with the faid hoiior. Their habit was a 
white garment; and their grand feafl was held in the 
convent of the Church, built by St. Nicholas, Bifliop of 
Smyrna.

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ERMINE IN NAPLES. 

IN th^yeir 1463, Ferdinand I. King of Naples, bar- 
ing ended the war which he had againft John of Lorain 
Duke of Calabria ; his brother in law Marin us -Marcia- 
nus, Duke of Sefla and Prince of Rofiano, had raifed a 
confederacy, and intended to kill him when they were 
together, by which means the Kngdom might be 
transferred to the Duke of Calabria ; but this plot be- 
ing difcovtred, and the Duke apprehended, inftedd of 
executing him, the King elededhim one of this Order, , 
and alfo admitted all the nobles of his Kingdom. 

The collar was of gold, intennixed with mud, to 
>vhich hung an Ermine, with this motto, M>£} mori 
iium/edari.

HOLY SEPULCHRE IN JERUSALEM. 



THIS Order, according to Favtn, was inflituted hf 
Baldwia L King of Jerusalem, who made the regular 
canons (which then refided in a convent. adjoinmg to 
the Holy Sepulchre) Knights of the faid Order ; they 
were-to guard the I^ly Sepulchre, to relieve and pro- 
ted pilgrims. The Patriarch of Jerufalem was appointed 
their Great Ma^r, with power f<nr conferring the Order» 
and receiving jthe vow made by the Koij^ts, which 
was of cbaftity, poverty, and obedience. Their habit 
was whit^ . and on their breaft a gold crofs potent, 
cantoned with four crofles of tlie iame witl^oiU enamel, 
pendent to a black nbbon. (Seepkte 47). They wore

CERTAIN Cbrtftain merchant!) of.M^^ ii) thi» 
kingdom, of Naples, who traded to Pileftine, obtaiaed 
lt«re from the Caliph of. figypt to dwell near ^ 
Holy Sepulchre of Cbrift, and ca.ere£t:a imall.hoi^ 
for the intertatamrat of themfelves aDd.pilgiiiiiSt nugiefl 
kthe Hofpitalof ChrUtUns, with a finall oratory, d^dt^ 
cated to the \^r^n Mary. Their number incre^fiog, . 
thejr built another houfe for wotnen, aad dedicated ic 
7 » 
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to St. Mary Magdalen. Their number Incteaiingi thcf 
built a more convenient hoofe, the others being too 
fniaU, and dedicated it to 'St. John Baptift. They en- 
tertaiAed all pilgrims that came for devo^n^ and cured 
the deccaied 'amongft them. They becanie eminent 
for their devotion^ charity, and hofpitality. St. Johp 
Bapbft being their patron, they were called Brethren 
Hofpitallers of St. John.Baptift of Jeru&lem, to diftin- 
guilh them from tHe Knights of the Holy Sepulehre ; 
they took the black habtt of the Hermites of St. Au- 
guftin, and on the left fide of the breaft, they wore a 
crofs of white cloth, with eight points. In war they wore 
ciimfon, with a white crofs, but in their monafteries 
and on the day of their profeffion the black garment 
- only ; this order incfeafed iii wealtfe aftcr-tte fuppref- 
fion of the Templars, moft of whofe lands were given 
to them ; they had in feveral parts of Chriflendom 
zoooo manors ; ra'^ngfarid thfe Lord ^ribr of the Order 
was accounted the prime baron in the realm. 

;Their «rft Greft jjafter wassGerard de Sa^ Di^, 
by whom they were founded i the kit inafier ^at Eacl 
:his refidence in the Holyrlaod was John de VilUers, m 
fchi)f« tiifttrbeiag ixivtin -out of Pakftine^ thfy removed 
fo GyJuhiSi and then to. th$ Ille of Rbodesj <whicb they 
P^€Sed tlU the year ijz'3, ifvhea diey wefp expelled, 
liyj'^^ito i tht M^;nificeilt, Who toc^ it by foroc^ 
ifttOtigV wa^ qf .faccottr, from the Chriflian princes. 
. THe'be^ed of the dty, was admir^ly defended bj

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After tlie lofs of the JHc of Rhodes, they removed 
to the Illand of -Malta,- which with TnpoU and Gxza 
were granted to them in fee by the -Emperor Charles 
V. 'A. D. 1530, under . the tender of one fslcon 
yearly to the Viceroy of Sicily, and. to acknowledge 
the King of Spain and Sicily for their prote^rs. In 
this lile. they continue a bulwark to thofe parts, and 
from this >their fectlement, are called Kiughts of Maltaw 

]n May 156J, they were befieged by Solyman, with 
a navy'of 160 gallics full of Turkiih foldiers, and i<)o 
vcfleU with provifions. The fi^e was fuftained fojr 
four months by the bravery of the Knights, and the 
condUd of their Great MaAer John de Velete^ to that 
the Turks were obliged to raife the Cege, and leave 3000 
of their men behind, and moft part of their artillefy, 
on the 8th of SeptenAer in the fame year. Upon wbioh 
day annually is a procef£on at Malta, in memory of 
their deliverance. 

Thefe Knights are in number looc; 500 are to'refide 
in the lihnd of Malta, the remainder are difperfed-at 
their leminaries ,in Spab, Germany, Italy and France, 
and at anyfummons are to make their perfonal appear- 
ance. A feminary they had in England tiU the Aip- 
preflGon of it by Kmg Henry VIII. ; yet they appoint 
one to whom they give the title of Grand Prior of Eng- 
land. Out of the following nations they choofe their 
grand officers, viz. Provence, the great Prior; Auvergn^ 
the Marlhal of the Order ; Italy, the Admiral of the 
Order; Arragon, the ,ConfcrvatOT of the Order; Eng- 
•. land, tbey ufed to appoint the Gr<»t Colonel of the

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Cavalry ; Germany, the High Bailiff of the Order;' Caf- 
tile, the Htg^ Chancellor of the Ordfer. 

NoQC are wMItKd inlto this Order, but fuch as can 
prove their gentilityfor fixdefocntB : they fw^ar to de- 
fend the Church, 'to obey their fuperiors, and to live 
upon the revenuesof their Order only. T^t^re are £xteen 
called the Great Croflb, out of whom the officers of 
their Order, aithe'Marflial, Admirid, Chancellor, &c. 
are ch6len,' 'who, together with the Mafler, puniih ftich 
as are convitU^ed of any crime. 

\V hen the Great Maftpr dies, they fuffer no-veflel to 
gb out of the Ifland till another is chofen, left the Pope 
fhould interfere in their elcftioti, which h as follows :

THIS Order was inflituted upon a moft chari'tabl*- 
accoDQt, vi». to cure perfons infedied with the leprofy 
(which was a difeafc frequent in Ae Eaft) : they had 
affigned to them a famous hofpital in Jerufalem, called 

" St. Lazarus, for the reception of lepers. Through the 
iucurfion of the Saracens, this Order wa^ almoft extintEt, 
till the Latin Princes joined together in a holy league, 
to expel the Saracens out of the Holy Land : thefe reli- 

' gious men entered into martial difcipline, and performed 

great fervice, infomuch that they gained (an\p and 

efteem of Baldwin II. king of Jerufalem> in whofe 

S a time 
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time tlicy flouriflied under the government of a Great 
Matter, 

In 1 150 they made their vows of obedience, poverty, 
and chaftity, before William PiUriarch of Jerulalem, 
and fubmttted themfelves to the Order of St. Bcnedift. 

Before they entered into the Order, they were to 
prove themfelves born in wedlock, of Chriftian parents, 
gentlemen by the father's and mother's fide : alfo to be 
of an unblemiihed charaS'er. By a bull fent from Pope 
Innocent the Vlllth, in 1590, they were to be joined 
with all their pofieffions in France to the Knights of the 
Rhodes ; but the bull iflUed for that purpofe was not 
received in France. In 1572 Pope Gregory XII. 
united thofe of the Order in Italy with that of St. 
Maurice, then nevrly infiituted by Emanuel Philabert, 
Duke of Savoy ; and in 1 608 this Order was united in 
France to that of our Lady of Mount Carmel, which 
had been inftituted ty Henry IV, The Knights ni St. 
Lazarus and thofe of Mount Carmel arc allowed to 
marry, and at the fame time to poflefs penfions charged 
dfwn eccle6aftical livings. The badge of the Order 
was a green crofs, like that of Malta, made of gold.

KNIGHTS TEMPLARS. 



IN the year Hit), Hugh de Paganes and Godfrey 
de St. Amor, with feven gentlemen, out of devotion 
went to the Holy Land, where they determined to ercdi 
and enter into a brotherhood ; and bting at Jerufalem 
they confulted what they fliould do, that might be a 
fervice acceptably to God ; and being informed, that in 
the town of ZafF there rcfided many thieves that ufed 
to rob the pilgrims thatrefortcd to the Holy Sepulchre, 
they refolred to make the palTage more free by dif- 
perfing thefe robbers ; and for the encouragement of ^ 
thefe gentlemen in fo good an undertaking.^he King 
(ifBgned tliein lodgings in his palace adjoining to Solo 
S 3 HJon's 
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tnoD's Temple, from which place thejr were called 
Knightt Templan. 

King Baldwin the Second, 3d Kiog of Jeiufalem, 
and Guarimood the Patifarch, fiodigg their actions 
fuccefsfiil, fumifhed them with neceflary provi&oos: 
and though their charitable fcrnce made them accep- 
table unto all, yet for the fitfl nine yean theywcre in 
fo great dlflrefi, that they were forced to take the cha- 
rity of welUdlfpofed people •, there relbrted unto them 
many Chriflians, fo that tbcjr ntim^sei' was much in- 
creafed. When at war, their banner was half white, 
the other black, fignifying^ white and fair tp Piriftians, 
but black and terrible to tfieir enemies. Pope Hono- 
rius, at the requeft of Stephen Patriarch of JerufaIcm^ 
prcfcribed unto them an Order of life, whereby they 
wore to wear a white garmentj, to which Pi»)e Eugenjus 
added a red crols. They made their vows, in the pre- 
fcnce of the t)efore mentioned Patriarch, of obedience, 
poverty, and chaftlty, and tp live under the rule pf re- 
gular canons of St. Augufiine. 

The Knights Templars (according tg Dugdale) wor^ 
linnen coifs (like the Serjeants ^t Law) fand red caps 
clofe over them j on their bodies fhirts of mail, and 
fworijs girded on with a broad belt ; over all th^y had 
^1 white cloak reachipg to the ground, with a-croTs on 
their left Ihoulder ; they ufed to wear their b^uds of 
9 grea^t length, whereas moft other Orders fiiaved. 

The Templars being numerous and famous for their 
entcrprizes, npt only for fecuring the paffages, bu^ fof 
fighting both by fea and land againft the Ififidel^, they 
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became highly favoured, of the Chriftian Piincee, who 
aSgnedto them grcacrevenues to be fpent in God's 
frrvrce. Id proccfa of time they became c:iceeding 
wealthy an^ ^owetf-uli, fo that they g]^w proud, and 
withdrew ihemfcbres from the obedience of the Pa- 
triarch o£ Jerufalem* and joined with the Pope. But 
in the end they found :not the fovoUr from rhe Pope as 
they expeded; for. J»y, tjm, or throiugh bis confent,' 
upon fome infamous crimes charged againft them, their 
lands and pollellions were feized upon, and otherwlfe 
difpofed of, their Order fappreffed, and they thcm- 
(clves imprifboed, condemned, and cruelly executed. 
According to the opinions of many authors, they were 
unjuftly accufed by fubornation of witnefies, merely 
to gain their revenues, which, according to Dr. Hcylin, 
were exceeding great, having no lefs than futeen thou* 
fend Lordfliips in Europe. 

The firft fettling of this Order in England (according 
to Dugdalc) was in Holborn in London ; but their 
chief refidence in the reign of King Henry II. was the 
Temple in Flcct-ftrcet, which was crcfted by them, 
and the Church (built after the form of the Temple 
at Jcrufalem) dedicated to God and our blcfled Lady, 
by Heraclius, Patriarch of Jerufalem, in the year 1185, 

On Wednefday after the Feaft of the Epiphany in the 
year 1307, the firftof Edward IL by the King's fpecial 
command^ and a bull from the Pope, the Knights Tem- 
plars were generally through England laid hold on 
and call into prifoo ; and in a general council held at 
London, being conviifted of various impieties, all their 
poffcffions were feized into the King's hands.

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This Order was condemned In a general Couocil at 
Vienna under Pope ' Clement V. anno 131 1, 4i:h of 
Edward II; and by a general deoree - of the before

KNIGHTS HOSPITAXARS. 



WHEN the Holy Land began to grow famous by 
the expeditions of Chriftian Princes, this Order of'^he 
Hofpitalars had its b^innijig, or rather refbration, 
by Girardus ; for the original is ftttributed to JohaonCB 
Hircanus Machabeus> or John^ Patriarch of Alexan- 
dria, who, for his libera^ty to the poor, was fumamed 
Eleemofynarius. Thefe Knights having their chief feat 
at firft in the Hofpital of St. JohnBaptift at Jerufalem, 
which was re-edified by the fame Girard,, took that 
Saint for their Patron, but their rule from Pope Cie- 
lafius II.: and Honorius II. affigned them a black 
mantle, with a white crofs. Ratoiundus de Fodis, the 

firft 
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firft Mafter, divifed the Statutes of their Order, and inti- 
tles himfelf Servus paupcrum Cbrifli, & HofpilaUs hiere- 
/elemitap( Ca^dejr^ '^he profq^oti qf tty; Knights 
was, a religious vow, to entertain pilgrims comirig to 
the Holy Land, and to defend them in their journey 
from robbers ; in which fcrvice they had great affiftancc 
from many Chriftian Princes. After the lofs of all in Pa- 
leftine, they obtained the Me of Rhodes for their feat j 
but that alfo, aijtei^ fu^r^ a^ult,s, being, won by the 
Turks, they had^ an afligriation of th<; Ifle of Malta by 
the Emperor Charles V. and Pope Clerpent-thc Vllth, 
where they ftiU continue, and are now termed- Kn'gbis 
of Malta. In the year rioo JoMan Btifet, a rich and 
xeli^ous man, built them a houfe near Weflf Smithfield, 
called St. John of Jerufalem, and from their great 
aw(icutf.o£'llviogo(t!(ined' Vail po^E^^t^f ^ Engine) 
before what belonged to the Templars was fettled upon 
them.

THIS Ofdpf^wcs its origlo to the piety of a Cfer- 
liWD and hi^ w(p, wfap, m Fhf ti^ie 9^ tbe Holy-war, 
lived io JerufaleiRt land buUc tli^re w boTpUaLfoF tbf ' 
(leeeptioo and ma»{^4fl£fl of fUch pilgrUns as wei-e 
their cipuntrymim ; ^nd £o wbkh hpfpit^ thisf afterr 
wtrdsi by permi^n of thfi Fatri^rph of Jo-iifglem, 
^ded an oralpry, dedicated tp the B«?ly Virgin. Sp<^ 
•Iter, fevcral G«rmat) gentlemen eppEribuced p>waid^ 
the cplargemenf of this c^srity, aqd ip 1191 were 
joined by feveral Qttwrs, who came from Bremen and 
Lubeckj whereupon they, at their joint expeoce, 
cre^d smoftfuQiptuPU? hofpital at Acre, and aflTumed 
th£ title of Tentem Knigiith or Bredirea of the hofpital 
pi our Lady &( the Oermana pf Jtrufakfu. Thefe 
Kiugbts wore a whit* mantle, and had for their badge, 

wbtch 
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which they wore at their breaft, a crofs potent Sable, 
charged with another crofs double potent Or, fur- 
charged with an efcutcheoo of the Empire, the prin- 
cipal crofs furmounted by a chief Azure feme of 
. France. See plate 49^ N*^ l. The original bad^ which 
was afligned by the Emperor Henry VL was a croji 
potent black. John King of Jerufalem, added there, 
unto the crofs double potent Geldi the Emperor Fre- 
derick II. gave them the imperial Eagle: and St. 
Lewis augmented the badge withyfon^ of Fleurs-de-lu, 
en a chief blue. Conrad Duke of Suabia invited the 
Teutonic brethren into Fruffia about the year 1230, 
and made over to them the property of the twxitory 
of Culm. Soon after, they grew very powerful, con- 
quered Prullia, built the towns of Elbing, Maiien- 
burgh. Thorn, Dantzic, and Konifbeig, and at 
length fubdued Livonia. This profperity was not, how- 
ever, of long duration ; for the Order divided againfi 
itfelf.and the Kings of Poland were benefited by their 
diiTenlwn; Pruflia revolted, and Cafimir IV. received 
the homage of the Knights. At length, Albert Mar- 
quis of Brandenburgh, Grand MaAer of the Order, 
objured the Roman-Catholic Religion, abdicated the 
digftity of Grand Matter, fubdued Priiffia, and ex- , 
pelied fuch of the Knights as refufed to follow his ex- 
ample : thofc retired to Mariendal in Franconia. It 
was one of the moft powerful Orders in Europe ; but at 
prefent is divided into two branches; the firft for 
Roman Catholics, who take the oath of celibacy, and 
have a Houfe at Mergenheim in Germany, wher^n to 
iranfaft iheir affair?. The cnfign worn by this branch 
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ts, a trofi patorue Mack, iberevn a crofs PUury GeUf ever- 
ell «n the centre an efattehton Gold, ^barged toith the im' 
f trial eagle black. See Plate 49, N' 2. This enfign is 
worn round the neck, pendent to a gold chain. 

The fecond branch is for Froteftants : they have a 
houfe at Utrecht, wberein to tranfafi; their bufinefs, and 
in which the Secretary refides. The method of admiffion 
into this branch being fomewhat finguUr, we fliall 
here mention it. The Nobles of Holland, if they pro- 
pofe a fon to be a Knight, go to Utrecht, and enter 
his name in the Regifler, and pay a large fum of money 
to the ufe of the poor maintained by the Order ; and 
.the perlbn whole name is enter^ fucceeds inrotation. 

When a Knight dies, he that is firft on the lift is 
fummoned to attend the chapter, and bring with him 
proof of his Nobility for four generations both on the 
father's and mother's lide ; if not, he is firuck out of 
the lia. 

The Enfign of this branch isacrofspattee, enamelled 
white, furmounted with another black; above the crofs, 
is a ball twiAed white and black. See plate 49, N*'^. It 
is worn pendent to 3 broad black watered ribbon, whiclj 
is worn about the neck. The fame crofs is embroidered 
on the left breaft of the upper garment of each Knight.

When the Knights of this Order affembled in chapter, 
or fet out on any military expedition, they wore on 
their breaft the fame badge cmbroidcfcd on' a white 
habit : fee plate 50.

ST. ANTHONY IN ETHIOPIA. 

John Emperor of Eihiopia (vulgarly called 
Preftor John), in the year 370, ereifted into ^ religious 
Order of Knighthood certain Monks, who lived an atif- 
tere life irt the defert, after the example of St. Anthony. 
He granted thefe Knights many privileges ?Qd reve- 
nues. Ti^^y received the rule of St. Bafil, wore a 
black garment, aad for their eniign a blue crofs edged 
■with gold in form of the letter Tj fee plate 50. Their 
chief feat was in the ifle of Mtrfe, where the Abbots both 
ipiritual and temporal r^fided. In other parts of Ethiopia 
they had many monafteries and convents, with about 
two millions yearly revenue. 

Thefe Knights yow to defend the Chriftian relig'on ; 
to yield obedience to, their fiiperidrs, obferve conjugul 
chaftity ; not to marry or receive any other Holy Orders 
without licence firft obtained from the Abbot ; th^y 
are to guard the confines of the Empire ; and po go to 
.Wj(r when and where they are commanded.

The ancient monaftery of St. Anthony is fituated in 
the dcferts of Thebais, near fame mountains where that 
famed hermit lived and died. This edifice is furrounded 
with an oval wall, about five hundred paces in cir- 
cumference, and near forty feet high, to keep out the 
plundering Arabs. The pilgrims and other vifitors 
arc drawn up into it by a rope let down from a kind 
of watch-houfe on the top of a wall, and a crane turned 
by the Monks within the inclofure. The cells of this, 
monaftery, which amounted formerly to more than 
three hundred,' are now reduced to about forty, the 
reft being a heap of ruins. Thefe ceUi are more like 
fepukhral vaults than chambers, being mo"ft of them 
not above four feet high, five wide, and fcven in length. 
Befides thefe cells, they have a common hatlj a kitchin, 
and a ftrong tower, where they keep their provifions, 
of which they- commOniy lay up a ftock fafiicient for 
two years.- The door that leads into it is plated wirfi 
iron, and is entered by means of a draw-bridge from 
■a lower tower over agaiiift It ; and hitlier the Monks 
retire when they are clofely licficged by the Arabs^ 
But the greateft curioftty of the place is a fubierraneous 
paflage about fifty paces long, which leads to a rock 
without the walls, from whence- iffues a ftream of ex- 
cellent water, fufficient for alt the ufes of thetnortaf- 
tery, and ferving to water their little garden, which is 
ftored with variety of herbs and firuits. The beds of 
the Monks are flicep-fltini fpread upon mats, and. a 
bundle of nifties ferves them for a pillow. Their drink 
is water, and their food is chiefly the produft of their 
garden.

ST. JOHN OFACRE. 

Thefe Knights refided in the city of Acre, where they 
performed ads of charity to pilgrims that travelled to 
the Holy Land. They exercifed arms in imitation of 
the Knights HofpitaUafs. They followed the rule of 
St. Auguftinc, and wore a black garment, whereon was 
a white crofs patt^. 

After the city of Acre was taken, they removed into 
Spain, where they flouriflied receiving great favour 
from Alphonfus the Aftrologer, King of Caftile; but 
after his death they decayed, and were united to the 
Knights Hofpitallars.

ST. KATHARINE at MOUNT SINAI. 

This Order was inftituted in 1063, to guard and 
defend the Sepulchre of St. Katharine their patron 
(who had fuffered martyrdom in Alexandria under the 
Emperor Maximinus), whofe body is faid to be buried 
in Mount Sinai, near to which place a monaftery was 
ete&ed and dedicated to her name. They protedcd 
travellers who came for devotion, and to entertain them 
during their abode. 

Thefc Knights were made upon her tomb in the 
fame manner as thofe of the Holy Sepulchre. They 
lived under the rule of St. Bafil the Great, vowed obe- 
dience to the Abbot of the Monaftery, their garment 
was white, and on the left fide, a Katharine wheel in- 
F 3 teriaced 
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terlaccd with the crofs of Jenifalem : the wheel is pierced 
with fix fpokes Red, ending in ihaip 'points, nailed 
white, th&wheelis termedironvSt. Kaihame, wnohad 
her limbs broken by its iron point ; fee plate 23. When 
the Turks became mafters of tbcfe parts, this Order 
fuffercd much ; notwithflwidmgj- -£une remains of the 
Order yet continue.

It 
was the day wherein he made his pompous entry into 
Tunis, when dreffcd in the coat he ufually wore in bat- 
tle, . whereon was embroidered a Burgundiao crofs, 
which crofs he made the badr'C, and added a fteel 
ftriking fparks of fire out of a flint, with this infcrip- 
tion, Barbaria ; and, for a more ornamental decoration, 
gave a collar of gold, whereat hung this badge.

THIS C^der was firft inftituted in the year 1325, 
by Uladiflaus V. but having footi fallen into difufej it 
lay in oblivion until the year 1705, when Auguftus 
Eledor of Saxony and King of Poland revired it, in ftf- 
der to ufe as an inftrument to attach to his own intereft 
and pcrfon fcvcral of the Polilh nobility, who he 
feared were inclmed to Staniflaus his competitor.

There Jre ten 
great crofles of it, twenty of the fecond clafs, thirty of 
the third, and fixty of the fourth, befides a fifth clafs 
for thofe who have ferved in a civil employment thirty- 
five years, which gives them a right to wear it.

ANNyNCIATION. 



THIS Order was inftituted in the year 13^5, by 
Amadeus the Fifth, Count of Savoy, in memory of 
Atnadeus the Firft, who, by bis famous defence of the 
Ifland of Rhodes againft the Turks, gained immortal 
renown, and won thofe arms which are now borne by 
the Dukes of Savoy, that is. Gules, a crofs Argent. It 
at firft confifted of fifteen Knights, of whom the founder 
and his fucceflbrs were to be Sovereigns, but after- 
wards the number was enlarged; at prefent their 
number is fmall, but not determined ocherwife than 
by the will of the Sovereign : it is however on the raoft 
rcfpedlable 'footing, and is counted among the moft re- 
Z , f^tedtablc 
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fp<(£table Orders in Europe. The collar of the Order 
is compofed of Golden Rofes, enamelled red and whito 
with Lovers Knots of the fame, but not enamelled : be- 
tween the Knots are interlaced the letters, F. E. R. T.' 
enamelled alternately white and red. To the end of the 
middle rofe is pendent the badge, which confifts of 
three chains of Giold, encircling an oval' and difpofed in 
Itnots, the whole enamelled white ; on the oval is re- 
prefented the Salutation, as related by St. Luke, ena- 
melled in their proper colours. To be of this Order, 
a man muft be of a noble family, and of the Roman 
Catholic Religion. Various conftru£tions are by dif- 
ferent authors put upon the fgnification of the letters 
F. E. R. T. which are on the collar ; but it feems moft 
probable that they allude to the defence of Rhodes by 
Amadeus, and fignify Fortitude Ejus Rhsdum Temitt.

THIS Order was inftituted in the year 1434, by 
Amadeus the Vllth, in honor of St. Maurice Patron of 
Savoy : the founder of it leaving his court for a mooaftic 
life, was elefted Pope, on the depofition of Eugenius 
the IVth, and reigned nine years, at the end of which 
time he turned hermit, and died at Repialle in the year 
, 1451; foon after which the Order, which was never very 
flourifliing, fell into obfcurity and difufe. The badge 
of the Order is a crofs Botone Argent, fee plate 66.

EMMANUEL Philibert Duke of Savoy inftituted 
the Order of St. Lazarus, and the fame year 1572 re- 
vived the obfolete Order of St. Maurice, which he 
unhed to it, and had confirmed by the Pope, on condi- 
tion of his maintaining two gallics againfl: the Turks. 
The badge of the Order is a crofs pomette, white, upon a 
crofs of eight points Green (being the refpeftive badges 
of the two Orders before they were united), and is 
worn pendent to a green ribbon.

SWORD IN CYPRUS. 



THE ^g of Sardinia taking the title of King 
of Cyprus, it appeared reafonable to put this Order, 
now many ages extind, in the fame ctafs with thofe of 
his dommions, more efpecially as the feat of it is no 
longer in the poflelBon of a Chrillian Prince. This 
Order was inftituted b^ Guy De Lufignan, about the 
end of the twelfth century, foon after he had acquired 
the ^ngdom of Cyprus by purchafe from our Richard 
the Firft. This Order was on its inftitutton conferred 
on three hundred Barons, who were then created: it 
contbued to flourilh until it became extinct, on the 
Turks conquering fhe iiland of Cyprus. The collar 
of it was compofed of round cordons of white iilk woven

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in Lore Kn6ts, and interlaced with the letters S and R j 
to the collar was pendent a gold medallion, whereon 
was enamelled a fword white, and the hilt Gold, encircled 
with this mott6, SeiUritat Regrti.

THl S' Order Was inftitutcd at Bruges, b Flandetsj 
'the ioth of January, 1429 [the day of his marriage 
with his third wife. Ifabella of Portugal], by Philip 
Duke of Burgundy. The occafion of its inftitution 
is \i mbjefl: of cOntroverfy among antiquaries ; but 
it appears ' nioft probable^ that, having determined 
to inftitute an Order of Knighthood, he chofe for the 
badge of it the material of the ftaple manufafiories of 
his 'countjry, which was the Fleece j and this emblem 
might have been the more agreeable to him from the 
figure it made in the heroic ages of the world, when 
.Ms the 
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the Argonauric cxpcdirion was undertaken for it. Hoff- 
ever this may be, it at firft confided of thirty Knights, 
iiicluding the Severe"^, who were of the (irfr families 
in the Low Countries; and though it has undergooe 
fome changes fince its foundation, it has ever been 
ranked among the moft illuftrious and diftingoilhed 
Orders of Kni. hthod in Europe. 

At prefent there are two different branches of this 
Order ; of the one of which the Emperor is Sovereign ; 
and the King of Spain of the other, of which we now 
fpeak. The number of Knights is not limited, though 
it feldom exceeds feventy or eighty, of which there 
are generally a good many of the French and Italian 
nobility : but all muft prove their noble defcent ftom 
the twelfth centurj". They wear ufually a Golden 
Fleece Proper^ peiident to. a broad plain fed ribbon 
round their necks ; but on days of ceremony they wear 
the collar of the Order, which is compofed of double 
fteels, interwoven with flint ftones, emitting fparks of 
fire; the whole enamelled .;n- their proper colours, at 
the end whereof hangs on the breaft a Golden Fleece, 
See plate (58. The funis are joined two and two to- 
gether, as if they were double BB's, the cyphers of 
Burgundy, and the flint ftdnes the ancient arras of the 
Sovereigns of Burgundy of. the firft race; with thdr

great Officers, viz. the Chancellor, thcTreafurer, tht 
Regifter, and a King at Arms, called Teifon tfor.

G ARCIAS, fonand fucctflbr of Sanctiez the Gteit, 
inftituted this .Order about the middle of the Eleventh 
century. like all the other Orders inftituted in Europe, 
in this age of ignorance, credulity, and fuperftidoo, ic 
owed its origin to the blind devotion of the founder. A 
Diflemper from which he believed himTelf delivered bjr 
the miraculous effe&s of an image of the Viirgm Mary 
tifuing out of a LUy, attached him to her tn a particu. 
hur manner; and this attachment induced htm to ioftitute 
this Order, which confifted of eight and thirty Knjghts 
of the moft illufirious and antient families of Navarre,

JAMES the Firft, Kingof Arragon, is faid to have 
inftitUted this Order about the year 1218, in'confe- 
quence of a vow made by him to the Virgin Maiy, 
during the time of his captivity in France. The ob- 
je& of it was the redemption of captives from the 
Moors, in which this Order laid out confiderable fums 
of money. It was at firft peculiar to men ; bur in the 
year 1261, it was extended to women by Mary du 
Secours, a woman of quality of Barcelona.

S A N C H I O, the third King of Toledo, firft infti- 
tuted this Order in the year iijS ; and it was confirmed 
by Pope Alexander the Third in 1164. It took its - 
name from the Caftle of Calatrava, which became the 
chief feat of the Order, and the occafion of its tnftU 
tutioQ. It was a frontier fort both of Toledo and 
Caftile, and was taken by the Moors in 714 ; who, 
after four hundred years poffeflion of it, were driven 
from thence by Don Alphonfo, who put It into the 
hands of the Knights Templars, in order to garrifon 
and defend it, and the neighbouring country, againlt 
th^ incurlions of the Moors ; but unable to anfwer the 

King's 
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XiDg*9 purpofes, they withdrew their garrifon, and re- 
turned him the Caflle ; upon which it was affigned over 
to Don Raymond De Fatiga, z cetehrated Kntght of 
that age, and Co the Abbot of 9c. Mary de Fitero^ 
who fortified it, and held out againft the enemy. Here 
began the Order of Calatrava^ which flourished feveral 
centuries, and became very powerful. Their number, 
firesgth, influence, and pofleffions, were fo confider- 
able as to render them objefts of the jealoufy of the 
Crown, to which at length their revenues and the office 
of Grand Mafter was inaltenably -annexed %y Pope In- 
nocent the Eighth. The badge of this Order is a crofs 
fleury.

ALPHONSO XI. King of Spain, mffltuted this 
Order in 1-330, at Borgos the capital of Old Caftile.

The Knights were 
inverted with a red ribbon of th'ree inches broad, which 
we4t acro& their left ihoulders, liJte our Knights of 
the Bath, being the bj^ge from whence thefe Knights 
took, theirname.

Saint Jage it Cem^Jlelkt was the ricbefi and the moft 
powerful of all the Orders of Spain ; but the date of 
its inAitudon cannot be afcertaine4> fome attriburiog 
it to Ramira. king of Lecm, in the year 837, others to 
Ferdinand the Firft, King of Cafiile ; fome to Alphonfo 
the IXth, and a fourth clafs to Ferdinand the lid, King 
of Leon. Among fuch contending authorities it is now 
impoffible to determine any thing relative to the truth 
of the difputed faft. However this may be, they 
acquired vaft riches and great influence ; they pofTefled 
fcveral collegfs, hofpitals, villages, monafteries, cafties 
O 4 . . and 
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and fortified towns, io various parts both of Spain and 
Portugal. They were divided into two branches, tte 
one of wtiiph'refided at St. Mark's^ fi>tbe IGligdom of 
Leon, and the other had its chief feat at Ucles m 
Caftile, each was under the direction of a Grand Mafter; 
but the office of both was given by Pope Alexander 
the Sixth, to the Kings of Spain and Portugal, whoaft 
as Grand Mafters in their refpe£tive dominions. The 
badge of this Order is a crof» of gold enamelled 
crimfoD} edgid with ^<M and uiorti rousti die neck 
pendent to a broad ribbon, it is charged oa the centre 
with an efcallop Iheli white.

Ic confifled of noblemen and gentlemen, who 
mtered into a Society, and eleded a perfon of eminence 
for their chief; and afterwards the faid Order was con- 
firmed, and privileges granted them. Their habit wts 
-a crimfon fenator's veil ; and their enfign was a fun on 
a fhield, which they ufed as welt for their feal, as 
painted on their banners.

IT vas andently the cuftom of the CSermans, French, 
Ooths, Lombards, £ngtUh, and Spaniards, to un- 
dertake the hazard of arms and combat, to juffify 
themfetfes when a falfe accofation was forged againft 
tbek bonom, and to maintam the truth of fomc juft caulCe 
-irtiep the proofs were doubtful, and fo obfcure that it 
could not be proved to the contrary. 

Theaccufer, for want of proofs or witncffes, affirmed 
before the King, that his opponent is a traitor, per- 
jured, and a falfe Iyer, and will juffify the fame in An- 
gle combat, one to one, or fome other for him, if (by 
age or infirmities) he cannot attend the combat. 

Then thfe accufer Arowed his gbve on the ground, 
'wUc!\ the accufed, or forhe perfon for him, was to take 
up (which figni6ed the challenge was accepted). 
Then the field of battle, the day, and arms for the 
combatant^ wercaffigned by the King : for without hi^ 
permiffion duels or combats were not allowed '; and, In 
abfenceofthe King, the I^rliament appointed it; net 
finding any other remedy whereby to fatisfy the parties. 
.4 Each 
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Each combatant fwears to appear on the day and 
l^ace appointed, on pain of being reputed guilty, for 
non-attendance ; or if either of the parties depart (with- 
out leave of the court) after the cHallenge is accepted, 
hie iball be proclaimed guilty and a coward. 

The appellant and defendant (hall go to the place 
appointed on horfeback, their horfes covered with foot 
cloths, and their arms painted thereon, the vifer or 
fight of their helmets down, thetr Anelds abouf their 
necks, their launces in their hands, and fwords by their ' 
fides.

pF JUSTS AND TURNAMENTS. 

Henry I. furnamed the Birder, Duke of Saxony and 
Emperor, decreed, to bring imp ciiRom running at 
the tilt, by folcmn ordinances, (at that time, according 
to Favin, unknown to the Germans, but ufual vyith the 
Nobility of England and France), invited by proclama- 
tion on a certain jiay thofe Princes, "Earls, and Nobles, 
of any country, who were eReemeil by their valour, in 
an honourable' aflerably^'to make trial with others. 
And for obtaining a knowledge In the laws and cerCf 
monies of thefe noble exerclies, he had fuch articles 
as were neccffary for the fame, according iq thofe 
praiftifed in Tingland'and France, to be inftituced, viz., 

1. That once in three years, to celebrate Jufts and 
Turnaments for exercife, and to know the nobility 
reforting to the fame, all Princes, Lords and Gentle^ 
men, being well armed, ihould be admitted. And 
thofe to be excluded as were detefted of bkfpheiiiing 
God, the Trinity, or the Cbriftlan Religion. If any 
fuch perfon or perfons (ftanding upon his or their No- 
bility) durfi: be fo bold as to prcfcnt themielves in this 
aflembly : we ordain, that be or they Ihail bedifmoanted, 
and depfived of their horfcs and lances, and as a mark 
of, infamy ride upon the rails expoled to the whole 
affembW. 

2. Whatfoev-er perfon of the Nobility that Jhall fpeak 
evil of the Emperor, or condemn his ordir-iiiccs and 
4 K 4 , . com- 
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r(iiTirtnnd»,'ihalI be csclutieH frotn ttitf Ttihia'iHinf, for- 
feit his hotfe, and rids chd rails. 

3. Any of tht Nobility, that Ihall abufe thelronoOf 
of a wife, maid ar widow, or pofiefs himfelf (by 
force) of their- goods and pofleffions; fhall forfeit Bis 
l^orfe, and ride the rails. 

4* All Gentlemen are excluded, who are guilty, either 
if fallhood, perjury, or breach offaiih; if he dare pre- 
fent himfelf within ihe lifts, is to forfeit his hbr'fe, and 
fide the rails. 

5. "fhofe who prefent ^tienifclves within the lifls, 
that have betrayed their Lord, forfaken him in battle, 
or perfuade'd liis Lord's fervaiits to do ili'e fame -■ whofor 
ever hath riot alTifted his feflow citizen, that did put 
himfelf under his proteiftion, biit hath through fear 
or cbwai"rficc left and forfooi him, when he ought 
and might have proteflcd hirn; fiich ffiall be excluded 
jfor ever frorii theTurnaments. 

6. Any oiic procuring the death of fils wife, or con- 
iehting thereto, or any that have given counfel, or 
lodged the murderers of his Sovereign, cither before 
or.after his. death, ffiall be banifhed from' thefe Jufti 
and Xufnatnen;ts. ^ 

7. Whofoevcf iiath c'brnmitteJ facritege, or hata 
ufurped by force the property of widows and orphans!, 
without rriaking reftitution, ihalj be eipelled but of 
the Turnaments. 

8. WljQfoevcr fliall furprize his enemy before he hath 
challenged him, or burn his houfcs, tear iip his vines 
or corn, or if he or fome other by his iritelHgence 
iljall lie lurking qq ;he highway for hiro : .

' Tbefe bUr^cril with^ lMtt1e-axe» were performed by 
troops within the bars; each man being guided by 
iova depifties-, to keep the Ch»npions in their rank and 
Mder. "thete were foar to guard the entrance into 
t^ banrtOrt, for direding tbd chAnpieiM to- the to«- 
fiey. The b^riert were inelofrd vrith ftrong cords,

■Note, a di/penfation, was granted to all .txjaring.thfl 
idignity of. King, Prince, and Duke, who may abftain 
from thefe Turnaments; h?P.?yffi .King* , being cpn- 
tented with the honour of. the crowns of their kJiig^ 
doms, and Princes and Dykes with their high titles, 
have not to contend for honours (as others who are in- 
. ferior) in thefe Turnaments -, nor expofe themfelves in 
fueh'exerclfesi but only to take pleafure in beholding 

thcni. 
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tliem, and to g^ve prefcnts to tbole dfiO~arfc judged tb' 
Toe the bell and moft worthy of reward. 

l*ope Innoceot ahd Eiigcnius, in the year -^ 

made the following ordinaoce ^ainft thefl: Jufts and 
Turnaments, which ib general were unfoftunate to 
fome who loA their lives; as did Francis the Firft 
King of France, at Paris;' la the year 1559. 

Wefirhid bereajter to keep or bold tbefe det^ablefairi 
and markets whUb are called Turneys Exercifet, \L-hereik 
'tbe Nolnlity are prefiut in perfoh at days appointed to per- 
form ibelr ojiehtatton of ioiSnefs, and uticrmojl means of 
jirengtbf in all their beji Mid rithejl bravtry, ejayiing one 
another to their peril and danger, that men fhould lofe 
both bodies and foUls. Tt is ibe'refore pr<hided, that if any 
man {Jnficb affemhlies) fballruh the fortune and jeopardy 
of life: hffwfoe'ver he may be penitent for it, and defire 
to be abfohed ; yet notwii%Jlandmg hejball be deprived of 
hiirial in baSewed ground and places ef Cbrifiian inter- 
ment. 

Note, This ordinance was rCntwed in the nth Ge- 
neral Council of Laterane, held at Rome by Pope 
Alexander the Third, in the year 1179. ^^^ ^^ ^^^ 
beneral Council of Vienna, Pope Clement the Fifth; 
in the year 1312, prohibited }M^i a«d Tumanients irf 
the (dmk manner as above. 
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
